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INTRODUCTION. 


This  hospital  originally  consisted  of  eight 
small  buildings  arranged  on  the  cottage  plan, 
known  as  the  hospital  proper,  and  o 打 e physician’s 
residence  known  as  hospital  home  No.  1. 

We  did  not  have  enough  land  for  expansion, 
and  the  land  all  arou 打 d us  was  owned  by  people 
more  or  less  hostile  to  us  and  our  mission,  but  as 
the  years  have  gone  by  piece  after  piece  has  been 
bought  until  now  we  ow 凸 almost  all  the  land  we 
need  to  acquire.  We  did  not  have  enough 
buildings,  but  as  the  years  have  gone  by  building 
after  building  has  been  added  until  now  we  own  a 
pla 打 t over  twice  as  large  as  the  one  we  had  in  the 
beginning.  With  the  exception  of  one  piece 
costing  two  tliousa 打 d dollars  gold,  this  land  has 
all  been  added,  and  these  buildings  have  all  been 
put  up,  and  all  the  other  things  indicated  i 凸 this 
collection  of  pictures  have  been  done  without  any 
direct  appropriation  from  our  Board  of  Missions, 
and  therefore  since  they  have  all  been  accomplished 
by  extra  work  we  put  them  down  as

The  extras  that  brought  money  into  the 
hospital  were  the  special  donations,  professional 
calls  to  pi"ivate  families  ill  Soochow  and  the 
surrounding  towns  and  country,  professional  work 
for  other  missions,  for  the  Foreign  Consulates,  for 
the  Imperial  Maritime  Customs,  for  various  life 
insurance  companies  and  for  the  Slianghai-Nan- 
king  民 ailway. 

Extra  work  that  did  not  bring"  moiie}^  into  the 
hospital  was  that  for  the  Medical  School,  tlie 
School  of  Pharmacy,  the  Anti-Opium  League  and 
the  Soochow  University. 

Extras  that  carried  money  away  from  the 
hospital  (and  they  are  not  shown  in  these  pictures) 
were  the  following  donations : — to  our  medical 
work  in  So 饥 ig  Kong  $943.13  and  to  our  medical 
work  in  Huchow  $1,100.00. 

Now,  Dr.  Park  has  not  done  all  of  this  work 
by  any  means,  for  others  have  been,  and  are  now， 
associated  with  the  Soochow  Hospital,  but  nearly 
all  of  the  donations  have  come  in  through  liis 
ha 打 ds,  and,  since  he  has  been  connected  with  the 
hospital  from  the  very  beginning,  it  naturally 
follows  that  he  has  done  more  in  connection  with 
the  other  extras  than  any  other  one  person,  and, 


moreover， since  the  object  of  this  collection  is  to 
appeal  for  a new  hospital  in  celebration  of  his 
sixtieth  birthday  it  is  thought  best  to  stress  his 
part  of  the  work  without  any  special  reference  to 
the  work  of  anyone  else.

Soochow  Hospital  built  in  1883  by  W.  R.  Lambutli,  M.D.  (now  Bishop)  and  W.  Hector  Park,  M.D. 


The  first  taste  Dr.  Park  had  of  securing  gifts 
for  Soochow  Hospital  extras  was  in  1897  when  he 
asked  his  friends  tlie  Tsangs,  the  Bongs,  and  the 
Lees  of  Nanzing  for  mo 凸 ey  to  build  the  porch  to 
Hospital  Home  No.  1,  shown  in  this  picture. 
The  responses  were  so  generous  he  acquired  a 
taste  he  has  not  lost  to  this  day,  and  the  donation 
secured  from  the  Chinese  by  him  since  that  time 
for  the  Soochow  Hospital,  the  Soochow  University, 
the  Anti-Opium  League,  the  Kindergarten,  etc. , 
amount  to  over  fort_y  thousand  dollars,  local 


currency.

The  money  that  made  this  office  possible  was 
contributed  by  General  Loong  out  of  gratitude  for 
the  cure  of  Ins  Chief  of  Sta 巧 Avhose  head  had  been 
split  open  by  hired  assassins. 

The  ‘‘ Specials’’  seen  here  are  those  who  pay 
a dollar  a visit  and  those  who  pay  nothing,  and  a 
patient  is  just  about  as  apt  to  be  one  as  the  other. 
This  picture  was  taken  on  one  of  the  hottest  days 
in  August  1912  when,  for  three  hours,  patients  and 
their  friends  swarmed  through  this  room  like  bees. 

The  old  lady  in  the  picture  does  not  know  she 
is  being  photographed  but  is  dead  in  earnest  in 
trying  to  have  an  aching  tooth  extracted.  We 
say  trying，， because  just  after  the  Camera 
snapped,  the  doctor  gave  a pull  and  the  tooth 
snapped  too.  Before  this  old  lady  came  in  there 
had  come  a fine  lady  dressed  in  silks  and  satins 
who,  in  trying  to  commit  suicide,  had  swallowed 
two  gold  ear  rings  cut  into  four  pieces,  three  gold 
buttons,  one  gold  finger  ring,  two  small  bottles  of 
cholera  pills  and  one  small  box  of  ‘‘  condition  ’ ’ 
powders.  Some  cotUm  in  cachets  swept  her  system 
clean  and  left  not  a trace  of  trouble  behind.  Next 
after  the  old  lady  came  a man  with  ‘‘hysterico 
vaporis  hypo-megrinis，， who  thought  the  fire  in 
his  liver  was  trying  to  mount  up  and  burn  out  his 
lights. 

In  spite  of  the  great  number  of  (‘unremitting’， 
specials  the  receipts  from  this  office  at  the  time  of 
his  wi"iting  are  running  over  three  hundred  dollars 
per  month  !

All  extra  iliat  required  a great  deal  of  work 
was  the  compiling  of  the  ‘‘ Opinions  of  Over  100 
Physicians  o 打 the  Use  of  Opium  in  China. ， ’ This 
little  book  was  distr 化 uted  all  over  政 igland,  and 
over  nia 凸 y other  parts  of  the  world  as  well,  and 
was  favorably  reviewed  by  every  disinterested  paper 
that  referred  to  it.  One  paper  said  it  was  a 
pleasure,  whenever  a thing  had  to  be  done,  to  see 
it  done  well,  and  this  pamphlet  was  so  well  done 
there  was  no  use  for  anything  fur 化 er  to  be  said 
oil  the  subject.  These  words  proved  to  be  pro- 
phetic, for  this  little  work  really  liad  tlie  honor  of 
helping  to  say  the  last  word  on  the  opium 
controversy.  Mr.  T.  C.  Taylor,  Member  British 
ParHament  ( V、 ho  afterwards  while  visiting  Soochow 
called  on  Dr.  Park  and  thanked  him  for  the  book  ), 
used  it  ill  making  the  historic  motion  in  the  House 
of  Commons  that  is  destined  to  result  in  the 
suppression  of  the  Opium  Traffic  between  India 
and  China.  Since  ihut  time  no  one  has  ai^isen  to 
say  a word  in  favor  of  the  opium  habit,  whereas, 
shortly  before,  a Royal  Commission  had  reported 
that  opium  was  doing-  no  harm,  but  good,  rather, 
in  that  it  served  to  prevent  malaria  and  rlieuniat- 
isiii,  and  certain  newspapers  were  claiming-  that 
opium  was  ‘‘specially  adapted  to  the  Chinese 
Constitution,  ’， and  travellers  in  China  who  reported 
seeing  no  evil  results  were  said  to  be  ‘‘ Sound  on 
the  Opium  Question.，’ 

Mr.  B.  G.  Tsang  of  Nanzing  largely  helped 
in  distributing-  the  book  in  Englaiid  and  America.

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Having-  helped  publish  the  '^foregoing  book, 
showing  the  evils  of  opium,  Mr.  Tsang  said  the 
logical  tiling  to  do  was  to  build  an  opium  refuge, 
so,  starting  in  with  a donation  of  one  hundred 
dollars  himself  he  made  each  of  his  brothers  give 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  then  made  a lot  of  his 
friends  give  one  hundred  each  until,  finally,  with 
some  help  from  the  hospital  itself,  the  building 
shown  in  the  picture  was  the  result  of  his  efforts. 
Note  the  tips  of  the  famous  twin  pagodas  above, 
and  part  of  the  new  kindergarten  to  the  left. 
Hundreds  of  people  have  broke 打 the  opium  habit 
in  this  building  and  Ilia 打 y more  will  probably  do 
so  before  the  final  chapter  is  reached.  The  men 
on  the  lower  verandah  are  opium  patients. 

The  upper  floor  is  not  now  exclusively 
occupied  by  opium  patie 打 ts  but  part  of  it  is  intended 
for  women,  and  at  the  time  this  picture  was  taken 
these  rooms  were  occupied  by  some  of  the  richest 
and  most  progressive  women  in  this  part  of  China. 
Two  of  them  have  made  donatio 打 s personally  化 
the  kindergarten,  and  the  husband  of  one  of  them 
has  given  no  less  than  six  hundred  dollars  to  the 
kindergarten,  and  three  hundred  dollars  to  the 
hospital  within  the  last  two  years,  and 、ve  hope  he 
、\411  give  his  thousands  when  the  time  comes  to 
build  the  new  liospital  in  honor  of  that  sixtieth 
birthday.

China  is  making  one  of  the  bravest  ai:d  most 
successful  fights  against  the  Opium  Habit  ever 
made  by  a governme 打 t against  a similar  vice  in 
the  history  of  the  world,  a 打 d one  of  the  happiest 
men  in  the  fight  is  Dr.  Park,  who  having  been 
in  it  from  the  beginning  is  now  glad  to  be  in  the 
midst  of  what  he  hopes  is  the  beginning  of  the  end. 

The  sale  of  opium  for  smoking  purposes  was 
stopped  in  Soochow  in  January,  1913,  and  the 
officials,  in  connection  with  Dr.  Park  and  his 
assistants,  established  in  one  of  the  old  Yainens 
of  the  city  a Clinic  for  the  free  treatment  of  the 
poor  who  were  unable  to  break  the  habit  without 
distress  and  suffering,  and  this  picture  shows 
part  of  the  行 rst  batch  of  three  hundred  on  the  road 
to  freedom  from  the  vice. 

Among  them  are  some  women,  and  just  before 
the  photographer  intimated  it  was  time  to  ‘‘ look 
pleasant  ’， the  old  lady,  sitting  immedia 化 ly  behind 
Dr.  Park's  right  shoidder,  was  heard  to  remark  to 
her  凸 eighbour  o 凸 the  great  happiness  she  felt  on 
being  allowed  to  sit  by  the  doctor  in  the  picture.

Government  Opium  Habit  Clinic,  Soochow.  Members  of  the  Local  Assembly  with  Dr.  Park 
and  his  assistants  in  the  midst  of  their  Opium  Habit  Patients. 
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Most  of  the  Soochow  University  Campus,  of 
which  this  picture  shows  only  a tiny  part,  was 
bought  in  1900  by  Dr.  Park  while  Treasurer  of  the 
20th  Century  fund  of  our  China  IVlissio 打, and  Rev. 
Dziin  Yoong  Kimi,  Chaplain  of  the  Soochow 
Hospital.  Part  of  it  was  temple  ground  and  the 
rest  belonged  to  dozens  of  owners  scattered  about 
over  the  city  and  country,  and  the  greater  part  of 
it  was  covered  with  coffins  and  graves  more  or  less 
under  the  control  of  a burying  association  that 
was  never  supposed  to  move  one  of  its  graves  for 
any  body  or  anything.  This  corporation  had  for 
years  blocked  all  enlargement  of  the  Buffington 
College  grounds,  now  a part  of  this  Campus,  by 
placing  coffins  just  outside  its  walls,  and  to  buy 
any  of  the  land  was  supposed  to  be  impossible. 

Kong  Piau,  one  of  the  most  enlightened 
mandarins  old  China  ever  produced,  was  the  first 
man  to  suggest  that  this  land  could  be  bought 
for  school  purposes,  and  later  on,  after  the  mission 
had  decided  to  try  and  put  a big  school  in  Soochow 
and  Dr.  Park  had  been  elected  treasurer,  it  was  at 
Ko 打 g Piau’s  suggestion  that  Dr.  ynd  Mrs.  Park 
gave  a dinner  to  the  elders  of  the  city;  and  when 
Dr.  Park  made  diem  an  after  dhmer  speech,  telling 
them  what  we  proposed  to  d〇,  it  was  Kong  Piau

who  led  them  in  promising  their  coimknance  and 
aid  to  the  enterprise. 

In  the  mea 打 time,  as  a member  of  a certain 
committee,  Dr.  Park  settled  a certain  land  trouble 
that  was  bothering  the  officials  a great  deal  and 
by  doing  so  pleased  them  so  much  they  promised 
to  help  him  get  all  the  land  for  mission  purposes 
he  wanted.  Said  Dr.  Park  : Part  of  the  land 

wanted  belongs  to,  a 凸 d is  occupied  by,  a temple, 
how  can  we  get  that? ，’  Said  the  mandarin:  ‘‘Tell 
the  old  priest  to  write  a deed  for  the  land  a 打 d I 
will  stamp  it.’，  <‘  But  suppose  the  old  priest 

refuses  to  wri 化 the  deed  ? 。 ‘‘  Send  the  old  priest 

to  me  and  when  I get  through  with  him  he  will 
write  anythi 凸 g you  want. ， ， 

In  the  mea 凸 time  also  Dr.  Y.  J.  Allen,  Dr. 
D.  L.  Anderson  and  the  American  Consul  held 
meetings  and  consultations  with  the  officials  and 
influential  men,  a 打 d finally  the  mandarins  united 
in  issuing  a special  proclamation  directing  all  the 
owners  of  land  in  the  area  wanted  to  come  forward 
a 凸 d sell  to  us  at  reaso 凸 able  figures. 

The  way  thus  being  cleared  Dr.  Park  opened 
his  subscription  books  and  put  the  Chaplain  to 
buy i 打 g la 凸 d,  and  as  fast  as  a piece  was  bouglit  the 
money  came  in  to  pay  for  it.  In  all,  thirty-four 
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owners,  tlieir  families,  friends  and  creditors  pre- 
sented themselves  and  the  number  of  words  used 
in  buying  and  selling  was  enough  to  make  poor 
John  Wesley  tuni  over  in  liis  grave.  When  it 
came  to  buying  the  temple  the  Chaplain  allowed 
the  old  priest  to  sell  the  land  with  a mulberry 
grove  around  the  temple  without  ever  mentioning' 
the  temple  itself,  and  Wong  Kiiii  Shang,  the 
grandfather  of  the  first  child  in  Soochow  cured 
by  diphtheria  antitoxiiie,  gave  a piece  of  land 
adjoining-  the  Campus  for  a new  site  and  as  trustee 
of  the  temple  superintended  the  removal  of  it  to  its 
new  abode.  In  passing  it  might  be  added  that 
some  years  later  when  Dr.  Park  was  still  treasurer 
and  Dziiiig-  Yoong-  Kiun  chaplain  a young-  priest 
who  had  succeeded  the  old  one  wasted  the 
substance  of  the  temple  in  riotous  living  and  finally 
mortgaged  the  temple  itself  for  some  three  liundi.ed 
dollars.  With  this  last  money  his  conduct  grew  so 
scandalous  the  trustees  ran  him  ofT  and  closed  the 
temple.  For  some  unknown  reason  the  old  priest 
had  never  registered  a deed  from  us  to  his  new 
land,  but  simply  held  tlie  deed  given  to  us  bv 
Wong  Klin  Sliang;  and  it  was  this  deed  that  the 
young  priest  ii 冨 tgaged.  The  trustees  of  the 

kmple  not  wanting- 化 redeem  it,  the  Chaplain, 
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with  their  consent,  called  on  the  treasurer  and  that 
temple  disappeared  from  the  face  of  the  earth,  and 
there  is  no  official  record  that  it  ever  was  sold, 
moved,  mortgaged,  redeemed  or  disturbed  in  any 
way  whatever.  The  only  known  relics  are  a 
bell  and  an  idol  in  the  Museum  of  the  Soochow 
University. 


When  it  came  to  removing  the  graves  the 
mandarins  claimed  to  be  helpless  and  Dr.  Park 
was  directed  to  call  in  person  on  the  head  of  the 
buryi 凸 g association.  He  aiid  the  chaplain  made 
the  call  ill  fear  and  trembling,  but  the  head 
man , Mr.  Bang  of  the  famous  Bang"  family  of 
Soochow,  granted  permission  so  quickly  almost 
made  their  heads  swim.  The  trouble  was  not  all 
over,  however,  for  the  minute  the  underlings 
heard  of  it  they  raised  a howl,  and  calling  on 
Mr.  Bang  told  him  he  must  take  back  his  promise 
or  the  fung  s/mi  of  Soochow  would  be  ruined 
forever.  His  reply  was  that  he  had  given  his 
word  and  the  word  of  a Bang  had  to  stand.  Just 
at  this  juncture  the  chaplain  made  o 打 e of  his  little 
calls  on  the  treasurer,  the  howling  stopped,  a 
contract  was  let  and  the  graves  were  removed  by 
the  very  fellows  who  did  the  howling  and  that 
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too  during  Boxer  year  and  at  a time  when  the 
siege  of  Peking  was  at  its  very  height. 

This  matter  being  settled  work  was  begun  on 
the  Campus  wall,  part  of  which  is  shown  in  the 
picture,  and  as  fast  as  the  pay  me  打 ts  fell  due  just 
so  fast  did  the  money  come  in  for  that  also. 
The  day  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Park  selected  the  pattern 
for  this  wall  the  most  awful  news  of  all  was 
klegraplied  about  Peking  and  they  were  the  only 
Missionaries  left  in  the  city  of  Soochow. 

The  Chinese  friends  giving  five  hundred 
dollars  and  over  were  : Governor  Nieh  and  Staff 
$3,300.00,  Tsaiig"  Ding  Foo  of  Nanzing  $1,500.00, 
BongLayZm]gofNaiiziug$l,000.00,LeurDzun 
SzofNanziiig$l,000.00,TszeTsoli  Sim  of 
Soochow  $1,000.00,  Sun  Tao  Tai  of  Chaug^suh 
$l,000.00  (Mr.PilkyhdpedDr.F*arkget&is), 
Chur  Ping  Woo  of  Nanzing-  $500.00,  and  later  at 
New  Orleans  Tsang  Bien  Giuii  of  Naiizing 
劳 500. 00. 

That  fall  Dr.  D.  L.  Anderson  returned  from 
a short  trip  to  America  and  took  charge,  and 
Dr.  Park  left  for  America  oil  furlough  accompanied 
by  Mr.  T sang  Bien  Giuii  as  his  patient， and 
while  in  America  they  attended  the  Missionary 


Conference  in  New  Orleans,  and  Mr.  Tsang  told 
(or  tried  to  tell,  for  he  forgot  his  speech  and 
Dr.  Park  had  to  speak  for  him)  of  how  his  father 
had  given  $1,500.00  to  the  Soocliow  University, 
and  made  his  promise  of  the  $500.00  that,  as 
Bishop  Galloway  said,  was  化 e spark  比 at  set  〇巧 
the  enthusiasm  that  resulted  in  that  great  collection 
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Campus  and  Wall,  Soochow  University  (partial  view). 
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This  home  was  our  first  extra,  but  the  money 
for  it  did  not  come  from  donations,  or  fro 打 i the 
proceeds  of  extra  work,  but  from  savings  from  the 
regular  appropriations  and  from  current  hospital 
receipts.  It 、vas  built  by  Rev.  C.  K.  Marshall 
(Dzaii  Tsz  ^eh  ), 、vlio  for  several  years  was  chap- 
lain, superiiitendent,  surg-ical  assistant  and  general 
factotum  of  the  hospital  and  helped  Dr.  Park 
through  difificmUics  that  but  for  could  not  have 
been  surmounted. 

Note  the  two  trees  i"  front  of  tlie  house. 
One  is  a sweet  olive,  just  o'etting*  ready  to  bloom, 
and  the  other  a pomegTaiiate  full  of  nice  fruit. 

了 his  house  is  getting*  old  and  should  be 
replaced  bv  a new  residence  as  quickly  as  possy)le. 
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White  ants  have  invaded  these  quarters  and 
threaten  to  eat  up  the  floors  and  all  the  other 
wood  work  in  the  budding,  and  nothing  but 
eternal  vi 钟 ance  keeps  them  from  devouring  all 
the  books,  clothes  and  bedding  the  chaplain  and 
his  family  possess. 

In  despair  the  chaplain  has  just  bought  a 
tumble  down  house  across  the  canal  from  the 
hospital  and  hopes  to  save  money  enough  to  fix 
it  lip  for  a home  of  his  own  some  day  and  any 
one  helping  him  wdl  surely  be  ‘‘doing  a good 
deed.’， 
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Chaplain’s  Quarters,  the  chaplain  and  part  of  his  family  in  the  picture. 
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Planned  and  buUt  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Fearn  wlio  also  by  extra  work  for  the  Customs, 
the  Shanghai-Nanking •艮 dhvay,  etc.,  helped  raise 
the  money  that  the  building  and  land  cost. 


When,  after  getting  some  of  tlie  money  in 
hand,  we  decided  to  try  and  build  this  home,  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Park  gave  an  afternoon  tea  (or  coffee 
rather)  to  Governor  En  Shoii,  and  whUe  the 
Governor  was  enjoying  his  coffee  Dr.  Park 
broached  the  subject  of  a house  for  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Feani,  the  Governor  asked  how  much  more  was 
needed,  and  the  reply  was  three  thousand  dollars,, 
he  said  That  is  easy,，， and  in  a few  days  sent 
around  the  money  with  a nice  letter  of  apology  for 
sending  so  little. 

Another  generous  donor  was  Mr.  Leur  Zmig 
Sz  of  Nanziiig-  who,  out  of  gratitude  to  Dr.  Park 
for  curing  him  of  a serious  illness,  sent  five 
hundred  dollars  to  the  hospital  and  three  hundred 
dollars  as  a personal  gift  to  the  doctor  and  this  also 
went  into  the  building-  funds. 
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Hosphal  Home  No.  2,  occupied  by  Dr.  Snell  and  Faiiiily,  Dr.  Snell  and  Family  in  the  picture. 


This  home  was  designed  by  Rev.  B.  D.  Lucas, 
Ph.G.,  Chaplain,  pharmacist  and  X-ray  expert  to 
the  Soochow  Hospital,  but  unfortunately  just 
before  it  was  finished  Mr.  Lucas  had  to  retire  on 
account  of  his  health  and  has  never  had  the 
pleasure  of  living  in  it.  It  was  occupied  by  the 
Senah  Staley  Kindergarten,  during  the  erection 
of  its  own  building,  and  is  now  the  temporary 
quarters  of  Miss  Cecil  Anderson’s  Free  Industrial 
School  for  Girls. 

It  stands  ready  for  Mr.  Lucas  any  day  he  may 
return,  but  if  he  cannot  return  we  wa 凸 t the  Board 
to  put  a doctor  in  it  as  soon  as  possible.  He  ought 
to  come  right  away  and  begin  o 打 the  language  so 
as  to  be  ready  for  full  work  by  the  time  we  get  our 
new  hospital. 
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Hospital  Home  No.  3,  Miss  Cecil  A 打 derson’s  Industrial  School,  Girls  in  the  picture. 


Another  extra  that  took  up  a lot  of  time  ai;d 
required  a great  deal  of  work  was  the  medical 
school.  This  school  was  begun  in  1882  by  Dr. 
Lambutli  and  Dr.  Park.  At  first  it  was  called  the 
Soochow  Hospital  Medical  School.  Later,  when 
the  Mary  Black  Hospital  next  door  to  us  joined  in 
running  it  and  its  borders  were  enlarged,  it  became 
the  Soochow  Medical  College,  and  still  lat:er  when 
the  men’s  side  joined  the  Soochow  University  it 
became  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Soochow 
University.  This  department  was  dosed  in  1909, 
and  then  in  1912  the  mission  joined  in  carrying 
on  the  East  China  Union  Aledical  College  located 
in  Nanking-.

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This  is  one  of  the  extra  buildings  that  will 
have  to  come  down  to  make  way  for  the  new 
hospital.  It  did  not  cost  much  to  build,  and  it  is 
not  worth  much  now,  but  it  is  doing  all  it  ought 
to  do,  and  is  leaving  undone  all  it  ought  not  to  do, 
and  we  hope  there  is  health  enough  i 打 it  to  last 
without  repairs  (niucli  needed,  though,  as  witness 
the  condition  of  the  gutter)  until  its  successor 
arrives. 

The  men  in  long  gowns  are  the  ‘‘ trained 
nurses.，，  The  two  hospitals  of  our  mission  have, 
united  in  running  a regular  school  for  Trained 
Nurses,  the  practical  work  being  done  by  each 
hospital  separately.  The  extra  work  that  this 
involves  on  the  Soocliovv  Hospital  side  is  now  being' 
done  by  Dr.  Snell,  Dr.  Lee  and  Dr.  Fu.  The 
coining  of  Miss  Forman  as  Trained  Nurse  in 
charge  will  bring-  great  help  and  relief  to  all  sides 
of  this  department. 
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This  picture  was  not  taken  to  show  oflf  the 
poor  sedan  chair  coolies  who  claim  they  have 
grow 打 so  thin  since  the  民 evolution  (maiidari 打 doni 
having  been  abolished  and  the  people  having 
become  so  democratic  they  ride  on  donk 巧 ’s  instead 
of  i 凸 sedan  chairs)  that  it  takes  two  of  them  to 
make  a shadow,  nor  to  show  Dr.  Park  just  starting- 
for  a six  irdle  ride  to  see  one  of  his  private 
patients,  but  to  show  that  part  of  the  hospital 
front  building  which  is  covered  with  the  white  roof 
and  is  know 打 as  the  drug  room  extension.  Tins 
building  contains  store  rooms  for  drugs,  water 
tanks  for  the  drug  room,  a small  maiuifactm-ing" 
department,  X-ray  rooms  and  a nice  parlor  or 
reception  room  for  general  visitors  and  for  the 
overflow  from  the  room  for  ‘‘ Specials.，，  Put  up 
as  a 打 extra  in  1906  at  a cost  of  two  thousand 
dollars.

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A surgical  operation  in  this  part  of  China  is 
called  eating  the  knife and  formerly  the  mere 
suggestio 凸 of  such  a thing  was  enough  to  make 
many  of  our  patients  run  away,  but  lately,  and 
specially  since  the  Revolution,  ((knife  eating，， 
patients  are  pouring  in  until  we  have  more  than 
we  can  handle.  During'  the  past  summer  we  had 
to  turn  patients  away  nearly  every  day,  and  when 
at  last  Dr.  Snell  aimounced  one  day  he  had  caught 
up  and  wanted  more  Dr.  Park  furnished  him  with 
five  from  among  his  specials  in  fifteen  minnties, 
amo 打 g them  bei 凸 g an  old  mastoid  with  dead  bone 
protrudi 打 g from  the  ear,  a carbuncle  as  big  as  a 
saucer  and  a child  with  stone  in  the  bladder. 

Within  a radius  of  fifty  miles  of  Soochow 
there  is  probably  a population  of  some  te 打 millions, 
and  what  \ve  wiill  do,  or  can  do,  when  even  one 
out  of  a hundred  of  the  thousands  among  this  vast 
population  iieeding  surgical  intei.ference  begins  to 
ask  for  the  privUege  of  ‘‘  eating  the  knife  ’’  is  more 
than  \ve  can  imagine. 

The  furnishings  for  this  operating  room,  and 
the  fine  skrilizer  in  the  little  room  connected  with 
it,  were  given  by  a ‘‘friend’’  in  America.  The 
size  of  this  room  and  the  crowded  condition  of 
things  i 打 it  is  sufficient  evidence  化 at  ano 比 er  and 
larger  room  is  badly  needed  in  order  to  insure  the 
best  results.

Nothings  is  adding  so  inucli  to  the  efficiency 
and  reputation  of  the  medical  side  of  the  hospital 
as  the  diseases  that  are  cured  and  the  parasites 
that  are  destroyed  as  the  result  of  investigations 
carried  on  in  this  laboratory.

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While  this  is  not  an  extra  we  think  all  will 
agree  that  it  is  an  extraordinary  case. 

This  litile  girl  had  been  sick  for  over  five 
montlis,  and  all  her  relatives  and  friends  were  sure 
she  had  consumption  and  would  never  be  well 
again.  She  ached  all  over  so  terribly  it  required 
two  or  three  servants  to  thump  and  massage  her 
day  and  night,  and,  unbeknown  to  her  mother, 
they  had  taught  her  to  smoke  opium,  and  slie  was  a 
confirmed  opium  habitue.  She  had  lost  her 
appetite  and  was  thinner  even  than  the  first  picture 
shows  her  to  be,  for  at  the  time  it  was  taken  she 
had  already  been  in  the  hospital  several  weeks  and 
had  巧 eshened  up  considerably. 

As  soon  as  she  entered  the  hospital  Dr.  Lee 
went  to  work  with  his  microscope,  and  after 
eliminating-  consumption,  and  finding  only  a few 
intestinal  parasites,  he  examined  the  blood  and 
found  it  teeming  with  the  parasites  of  mala^a. 
Nothing  but  the  sureness  of  the  diagnosis  with 
the  microscope  made  us  brave  enough  to  give 
sufficient  quinine  to  Idll  the  germs,  cmd  we  feel 
sure  that  but  for  its  aid  the  worst  fears  of  lier 
h-ieiids  would  liave  been  realized  and  she  ncver 
woiild  have  recovered. 

She  is  now  well  and  hap 阳 ’， has  broken  the 
opium  habit  and  has  one  of  tlie  brightest  minds 
we  liavc  ever  eiicomitered  in  a child  of  her  aj^e.

Little  Banner  Sweet  in  August,  1912. 
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This  house,  designed  and  built  by  Dr.  Snell 
ill  1911,  is  one  of  the  handiest  things  connected 
with  the  hospital.  Through  connection  with  the 
water  works  spoken  of  on  another  page  it  not  only 
supplies  hot  and  cold  water  to  the  bathers,  but  the 
heater  in  it  also  furnishes  hot  water  and  steam 
heat  to  the  operating-  room  and  steam  for  the 
sterilizers  in  the  little  room  next  to  it. 

The  whole  thing  makes  a complete  outfit,  and 
visiting  surgeons  pronounce  our  operating  and 
sterilizing  rooms  among  the  most  aseptic  and  care- 
fully managed  to  be  found  in  China.

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This  picture  was  taken  from  the  top  of  tlie 
city  wall.  The  water  shown  is  the  inside  moat 
which  connects  through  water  gates  with  the  Grand 
Canal  outside  the  city.  This  landing  was  bidlt  in 
1911  by  Dr.  Dziing,  the  Laura  Haygood  Memorial 
School  for  Young  Ladies,  the  Alary  Black  Hospital, 
Miss  White  and  the  Soocliow  Hospital.  The 
street  leading'  up  from  it  is  one  of  the  widest  and 
the  cleanest  in  tlie  city.  The  property  on  each 
side,  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach  in  the  picture, 
belongs  to  our  mission.  To  the  right  the  Laura 
Haygood,  to  the  left  the  Soochow  University ; 
beyond  these  the  hospital  and  hospital  homes  and 
the  fine  new  church. 

The  boats  in  the  Canal  have  come  to  bring 
patients  to  the  Soochow  Hospital.  Observe  the 
foot  boat  in  the  center,  with  the  boatman  sitting 
ill  the  sl;eni  and  holding  the  oar  with  his  feet. 
Mr.  Lucas,  who  used  to  itinerate  in  a boat  like 
this,  often  spoke  of  how  many  miles  he  had  been 
"kicked  " during  his  trips,  and  it  has  been 
intimated  that  since  the  boat  was  so  long  and 
narrow  and  stood  so  high  out  of  the  water  he 
had  to  part  his  hair  in  the  middle  to  keep  from 
turning  it  over.  All  joking  aside,  however,  a 
passenger  does  have  化 lie  down  and  keep  still  in 


one  of  these  boats,  and  if  he  ever  turns  over  without 
giving-  the  boatman  warning  lie  hears  from  him. 
The  fast  mail  of  this  part  of  China  used  to  be 
carried  in  boats  like  this. 

These  boatme 打 come  from  only  o 打 e certain 
part  of  China,  and  th 巧 ’ a 化 all  wonderfully  skillful. 
Wh"e  propelling  the  boat  with  his  feet  the 
boatman  guides  it  with  a paddle  held  in  his 
hands,  and  they  do  say  that  when  the  Canal  is 
broad  and  open  ami  the  wind  is  fair  he  also 
manages  a sad,  smokes  liis  pipe  and  cooks  his  i"ice 
(on  a small  furnace  in  the  bottom  of  the  boat  by 
liis  side)  all  at  the  same  time.

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For  a few  years  Rev.  B.  D Lucas,  Pli.G., 
carried  on  in  connection  with  the  Soochow  Hospital 
under  our  Parent  Board,  and  the  Alary  Black  Hos- 
pital for  women  aiid  chUdreii  under  our  Woman’s 
Board  a scliool  of  Pharmacy  that  was  probably  the 
first  school  of  its  kind  ever  taught  in  China.

It  is  intended  for  the  poor,  and  like  our 
kindergarten,  recruits  its  students  from  among-  the 
pupils  of  our  Soochow  Simday  School. 

Since  it  is  run  by  the  young  men  of  the 
Soochow  University  the  question  may  be  asked 
as  to  where  the  Soochow  Hospital  comes  in.  The 
reply  is  that  the  hospital  owns  tlie  land  on  which 
the  school  stands,  it  donated  a pretty  good  old 
house  to  be  used  as  building  material,  it  repaved 
the  street  leading  to  the  School.  Dr.  Park  is 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  School 
an 过 helped  Air.  Lee,  the  Proctor  of  the  Soochow 
University,  raise  the  first  one  hundred  dollars  that 
went  into  the  School  building.

This  lot  also  includes  the  land  that  was 
partially  filled  in  by  the  officials  in  such  a funny 
way  a few  years  agx>.  In  order  to  〇*et  dirt  to 
fill  it  ill  Dr.  Park  asked  the  mandarins  for 
permission  to  open  an  old  canal  adjoining,  and 
they  replied  that  opening-  canals  involved  the 
sovereig-n  ri〇-lits  of  China,  and  if  they  only  had 
some  convenient  place  where  they  could  put  the 
dirt  they  would  open  the  canal  themselves.  Dr. 
Park  su'gg'ested  that  they  might  put  it  on  the 
hospital  land;  they  thanked  liiiii  for  the  p^vileg'e 
and  opened  the  canal  at  a cost  of  about  three 
hundred  dollars,  and  the  hospital  got  the  dirt  for 
twenty  dollars,  and  that  was  given  to  the  officer 
ill  chari^e  for  making  the  coolies  distribute  it 


evenly  on  the  swamp  land  instead  of  putting  it 
all  in  one  pile.

A correspondent,  Mr.  B.  G.  Tsangof  Nanzing, 
sends  us  the  following  communication : — For  years 
my  frie nd,Dr.W.H.Park,M.D.,hasbeendevot> 
iiig  himself  to  the  humane 、vork  of  a hospital  in 
Soochow  a 打 d has  saved  many  a life  that  would 
otherwise  have  died  an  unnecessary  death.  But 
Dr.  Park  is  more  than  a mere  medical  man  ; he 
is  also  an  enthusiastic  educationist. 

In  1901,  the  writer  had  the  pleasure  of 
accompa 打 ying  him  to  America,  and  there,  in  the 
city  of  New  Orleans,  I heard  him  speak  at  a 
meeting-  held  for  the  special  purpose  of  subscribing' 
funds  for  the  Soochow  University.  And  so  suc- 
cessful was  he  that  in  the  same  evening  he 
collected  a sum  as  much  as  fifty  thousand  dollars 
gold.  It  was  with  this  money  that  the  foundation 
of  tlie  University  was  first  laid.  Since  then  with 
the  financial  support  from  Chinese  as  well  as 
foreign  sources  and  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Anderson,  its  able  President,  the  institution  has 
grown  to  be  a centre  of  learning,  which  is  now 
every  year  turning  out  3'oung  men  that  are  types 
of  intellectuality. 

To  have  crowned  so  great  a task  with  success 
should  l)e  sufficient  work  for  any  one  man  ; but 
not  so  with  our  uuti^iig  and  strenuous  Dr.  Park, 
for  to  his  mind  education  is  not  complete  without 
first  beginning  with  the  cWld.  So  he  sent  his 
daughter  back  to  the  States  to  acquire  a fuller 
knowledge  of  the  most  scientific  methods  in  the

and  many  of  them  have  realized  something-  of  its 
blessings.  In  addition  to  being  the  center  of  the 
anti-opium  crusade  for  many  years,  and  of  the 
aiiti-foot-binding  propaganda  among  the  Chinese, 
Soochow  is  also  noted  as  being  one  of  the  most 
progressive  cities  in  the  民 epublic,  and  \ve  believe 
the  physicians  and  others  connected  with  the 
Soochow  Hospital  have  done  something-  to  help  in 
all  this  work. 

The  present  hospital  is  utterly  inadequate. 
At  the  time  of  this  waiting  every  bed  is  occupied 
and  every  ward  has  its  quota  of  patients  sleeping 
o 打 the  floor,  and 、ve  are  turuiiig-  others  away  every 
day  for  lack  of  room. 

Dr.  Park  does  not  need  the  new  Hospital  for 
himself,  and  the  raising-  of  the  one  liuiidred 
thousand  dollars  to  build  it  will  only  be  another 
extra  on  his  shoulders,  but  for  the  sake  of  the 
cause  we  are  all  trying  to  represent  he  is  willing 
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to  undertake  it,  and  for  this  cause  we  think  all 
should  be  willing  to  give. 

Let  not  those  who  might  give  be  deterred 
from  doing  so  by  the  fear  of  being  asked  to 
support  a bigger  hospital  after  helping  to  build 
it.  The  Soocliow  Hospital  lias  been  absolutely 
self-supporting  for  the  last  sixteen  years,  for  the 
money  spent  on  extras  has  been  enough  not  only 
to  pay  back  the  榮 3, 85 0.00  received  from  the 
Board  but  the  salaries  of  all  the  doctors  connected 
with  it  as  well.  If  it  could  do  so  much  while 
yet  so  small  what  may  it  not  do  when  enlarged, 
furnished  and  properly  equipped  ! 
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Old  Soochon’  Hospital  am^’acai^  Gromul  waiting  fOT  tl 化 New  Hospital  to  be  built  b^)r.  Park’s  軒 iend^ 

in  lionor  of  his  Sixtieth  Birthday. 
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As  may  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  ske 化 h 
we  propose  to  make  the  new  building  in  the  shape 
of  the  large  letter  h with  the  long  limb  to  the 
north  and  the  short  limb  to  the  west  of  the  present 
hospital  buildings.  Only  a few  of  the  old  buildings 
wiill  have  to  come  down,  and,  by  buUding  the  west 
limb  first,  we  can  carry  on  all  the  work  of  the 
hospital  without  any  interruptions  from  building 
operations. 

We  propose  to  make  the  new  buildings  three 
stories  hi 沖， with  an  added  story  over  the  central 
part  for  a sa 打 itarium  for  tubercular  patients,  and, 
if  the  money  holds  out,  roof  gardens  to  the  east 
and  west  of  the  sanitarium. 

Fronting  south  and  east,  as  the  buddings  do, 
they  readily  lend  themselves  to  broad  porches,  big 
bay  windows,  sun  ro 饥 iis,  et;c.,  et；c.,  and  we  propose 
to  have  as  many  of  these  as  possible. 

Since  the  Chinese  i nthispartoftliecountry 
are  not  accustomed  to  fires  in  their  houses  we  do 
not  think  steam  heat  necessary,  or  advisable,  but 
we  propose  to  install  a hot  water  system  to  take 
the  chUl  off  the  air  dunng  our  coldest  weather. 

Of  course  operating  rooms,  research  rooms, 
laboratories,  bath  rooms,  store  rooms,  offices, 
quarters  for  nurses,  etc.,  etc.,  will  all  be  necessary, 
and  we  expect  to  write  out  all  the  needs  we  can 
think  of  and  then  employ  an  architect  and  have 
him  put  them  all  in  if  poss 化 le  and  】uake  the  new 
hospital  one  of  the  most  complete  and  modern 
hospitals  in  China.  To  do  this,  as  already  stated, 


require  about  one  huiidred  thousand  dollars, 
but  twice  that  amount  would  not  be  too  much,  and 
ten  times  that  amount  would  only  be  half  of  what 
the  Barnes  Hospital  is  doing  for  St.  Louis,  and 
yet  Soochow  is  about  as  large  as  St.  Louis,  and  if 
we  compare  the  population  within  a radius  of  one 
hundred  miles  Soochow  would  show  many  times 
more  than  St.  Louis.
